Haspital construction has been 
developed according to a ‘‘master 
worked out by the’ provir- 
cial. Health Services Planning 
Commission after a careful survey 
undertaken 
in 1946. The plan will provide for 

a province-wide network of hospi- 
tals related facilities so that ulti- 
mately there will be hospitals of 
the'right type and size at strategic 
points. ms 
. Saskatoon and Regina will 
serve as ‘‘base centres” offering 
the most highly specialized | diag- 
nostic and therapeutic service for 
difficult and complicated. , cases 
from all parts of the province. 
Then there will be nine or «ten 
“regional hospital cantres’”-at such 
points as Moose Jaw, Prince Al- 
bert, Yorkton and Swift Current, 
with large, well-equipped gencral 

‘Next in the 

modern rural 25 to 35-bed general 
hospitals at logical district centres 
in each health region. These hospi- 
tals will probably handle nine out 


‘of ten cases in the areas they 


serve, with more difficult cases 
being referred ‘to regional or base 
centres. “Outpost” hospitals, health 
centres ,and nursing ‘homes com- 
plete the network and serve ma- 


| ternity cases and acute illnesses 


and. accidents which must be 
handled within short distances. 

As close working relationships 
are developed between each hos- 
pital and its medical staff, this 
“network” system will allow pa; 
tients to be routed properly. to the 
proper type of hospital for their 
particular needs. 

5 Relief to Hospitals ; 
One of the muny beneficial re- 


‘network will bel 


is the immense relief it has given 
to hospitals struggling with con- 
tinually mounting costs of opera- 
tions. The hospitals are now re- 
lieved of the: bulk of their collec- 
tion costs and very few of them 
have any deficits. The total. de- 
ficits in all hospitals in Saskatche- 
wan in 1947 was less than that of 
a single hospital in Vancouver, or 
another in Toronto. 

Another advantage of the Sas- 
katchewan plan is, as_ stated 
above, that everyone in the 
province is covered. In 1947 
hospital treatment was given to 
121,951 adults and children and 
20,415 rewly-born infants. In 
1948 the totals were 138,030 
adults and children and 19,164 
newly-born infants. The average 
length of stay-in the hospital for. 
these patients was 10 days in 
1947 and 10.5 days in 1948. Al- 
though the average bill paid was 
$45.00, over. 400 bills amounted 
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to more tthan $500.00 each and 
many tanged as high as 
$1,000.00. While the average 
length of stay in the hospital 
was only 10 days, some benefici- 
ayies required hospital care 
throughout the whole 12 month 
period, 

In 1947 the total expenditures 
under the plan reached $7,560,763, 
In 1948 these total expenditures 
had risen to $8,865,398. In’ 1949 
it is expected that the costs will 
have increased to approximately 
$9,500,000. 

The administrative costs of 
the Saskatchewan plan are ex- 
tremely low. In 1947, the first 
year of the plan, when one could 
expect abnormal administrative 
costs, 7.9% of total expendi- 
tures was for administration. In 
1948 these administrative costs 
had been reduced to 6:5% of the 
total cost. These administrative 
expenditures are lower’ than 
those in any comparable plan 
anywhere in the world. The 
Bive Cross plans in various parts 

£ North America have admini- 
sestice costs between: 12 and 
16%. In 1948 the administra- 
tive costs of the Ontario Blue 

Cross were 12.6%.

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THE PEOPLE SPEAK 


RE MR. LOW’S BROADCAST 
Editor, People’s Weekly. - 

Sir: Mr. Milner has brought my 
name into a discussion which he 
has raised regarding a broadcast 
made by Mr. Solon Low, the Na- 
tional Social \Credit Leader. 

Mr. Milner;claims that “Mr. Low 
is advocating; the nationalization 
and socialization of all credit and 
currency so las to make people 
believe that ‘ ne truth of Socialist’ 
philosophy is the foundation 
Social Credit’’. 

I have a copy: of Mr. Low’s 
broadcast and he does not. advo- 
cate the nationalization and 
socialization “of all the credit and 
currency that Canadians require, 
but rather° the monetization of 
their own credit, which is a dif- 
ferent thing entirely. 

The difficulty which prevents 
many. people from comprehénding 
the Douglds diagnosis of a short- 
age of purchasing power, un- 
doubtedly is’ that they do not 
understand the difference between 
“a deficiency of purchasing power” 
in the absolute sense as compared 
with a deficieney caused by the 


of 


being generally less than the “rate 
of flow” of prices. : : 

I’think it is a fair statement to 
say that Socialism does not admit 
‘there is a chronic deficiency of 
purchasing power in peace time 
and consequently they only wish 
to re-distribute the shortage which 
already exists.” + 

In the Socialists’ handbook,
